WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (UP)— 
The United States Court of Claims 
may be asked soon to decide how 
much the atomic bomb is worth 
and how many we have. 
A California firm which holds a 
patent on a basic atomic process 
which won Dr. Enrico Fermi the 
1938 Nobel prize in physics has 
filed suit for $10,000,000 damages 
against the United States. It con- 
tends the atomic energy program 
violated its patent rights. Fermi 
no longer has any control over the 
patent and has no part in the suit. 
An attorney for G. M. G 
and Co., Inc., of Pasadena, Calif., 
admitted he was working in the 
dark in determining the patent 
license fee.

tions of the panel in their entirety, ad- 


verse as well as favorable: but the union 
refused to do so, still refuses to do so, 
and threatened vo strike if those rec- 
ommendations were effectuated, basin 
its refusal upon the union's policy nev 
to give up any concession once received.

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Doing Something About Parking 

San Francisco, the first major city to go 
underground for parking space, now plans to 
burrow into the backyard of its financial dis- 
trict. Before the war, the city completed a 
three-level garage for 1500 cars under Union 
Square. Now its Parking Authority, with $5,000.- 
000 in hand, seeks bids for a new garage. Here 
is a record to challengé St. Louis. : 

Seven months have passed since our city 
government won legal authority from the Legis- 
lature to go into the parking business. The 
statute permits St. Louis to condemn property, 
and to buy, rent or lease lots for parking. The 
law also allows the'city to operate parking areas 
or to lease them to private operators. 

What has been done? The city, has conducted 
a traffic survey which reveals its parking needs 
in startling figures. Normally, 80,000 passenger 
automobiles enter and leave the downtown dis- 


_ trict each day. Yet downtown St. Louis has only 


29,000 parking spaces for these cars.

STEELMAN last spring and like 
all other Government officials 
concentrated on the possibility of 
a big war with Soviet Russia.

If he names the NSRB as the 
supervisory body, he will be re- 
versing himself on the role of this 
board; if he delegates specific au- 
thority, there will have to be a 
referee to iron out differences and 
decide jurisdictions. 


Symington and Chapman ap- 
pear in general agreement that 
there must be some superivision 
of the whole works by somebedy 
other than the President, who 
does not have the time to settle 
disputes over jurisdictions.

Symington, by temperament 
and training, is an “operator.” 
Perhaps he can train himself 
to be an “adviser,” but his Air 
Force experience made him look 
to a chain of command and the 
acceptance of responsibility. 
Steelman, who sees the President 
more often than any other offi- 
cial, is a more flexible type. By 
his labor training he is a “con- 
ciliator.” and believes he can 
bring disputants into agreement. 
The final word will come when 
the White House make public the 
Executive Order spelling out the 
distribution of the powers out- 
lined in the Defense Froduction 
Act.

We and our Atlantic part- 
ners are working fevérishly to in- 
crease the military forces of Eu- 
rope, and we hope by 1952 to 
make Western Europe less naked- 
ly vulnerable than it is today.

Bargain in Defiance?

“When Do We Eat?” Has 

An Important Bearing. 

F you had to catch up with 
| your meals on a modern ball 

player’s schedule you'd be 
down with ulcers, too 
How can anybody be expecte 
to harmonize his vittles when 
he plays a twi-night double-bill 
one day for example, and a day 
game the next afternoon? 

The situation compels mid- 
night dinners, late breakfasts, 
sandwich grabbing in the af- 
ternoon, then another twi-night 
double bill. 

Or, maybe its a night game 
followed by a train take-off to 
another town for an afternoon 
game there. You get 
three-four night games a week 
and two-three day games. 
It seems probable that you'll 
come up with indigestion and 
a curtailed career. 

Your eyes have to readapt 
themselves from sunlight to 
floodlight shifts, sometimes 
within four hours. . . With 
the ulcers working on your in- 
sides and the day-night sched- 
ule working on your vision, if 
you are beaned at the plate, hit 
on the head by a batted ball or 
misjudge everything from a 
floodlights foul to the other 
fellow’s spikes, is it any wonder 
the hospitals are crowded? 

Anyway, that’s what you hear 
or read, and maybe it really is 
part of What's contributing to 
our allegedly deteriorating 
quality of baseball. We 
personally lean to a belief that 
you can’t kick old Dame Nature 
around like that and have her 
bob up 100 per cent smiling.

Wx. her son’s morals be safe at the university? Mrs. 


K. wants to know. 

“My son Warten graduated from high school this 
spring,” sie explains, “and this summer he is helping at a 
boys’ camp, but I have to make plans quickly for his future, 
and the great question is whether he ought to go on to the 
university. Financially it would be a strain, but I think we 
could manage that. He could earn part of his own way. What 
holds me back, Dr. Popenoe, is the fear that he would get 
into an unwholesome atmosphere. 

“Wwe hear so much about immorality in the colleges, and 
young people losing the standards and ideals by which they 
were brought up. I'd prefer not to send my son to college 
rather than have him debauched. He's a fine young man, 
if I do say so. I’ve given some of the best years of my life 
to him. What do you think about the morality of the uni- 
versities? 
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I THINK HE’S SAFER in a college or university than 
anywhere else, Mrs. M. It’s unfortunate that scare articles 
and sensational stories are run from time to time in the maga- 
zines. You mention several of them in your letter to me. I 
have been reading similar articles, and hearing similar stories, 
for years. It is always easy to stir up a little excitement by 
writing such articles and there are always incidents, in col- 
lege and out, which can be used to illustrate them. I have 
been running down these stories for a quarter of a century 
or more. The same yarns reappear over and over again. 

Of course, unpleasant and unfortunate incidents do oc- 
cur among young people in college. The same things occur 
more frequently among young people who are not in college. 
That is the real test!
